The memorial of the Legislative JAssembly of the iiory of JMin-
nesola, respecifully represents: That thogv'{r, from which var ter-
ritory derives its name, was by the early French voyageurs, called
St. Peters, in honor of s Mons. St. Pierre, an officer in the service
of the French Government, during the seventeenth century; that
there is no possibility that the said St. Pierre was over connected
with the first discoveries made in this region of country, or that he
was ever even on this side of the Atlantic ocean, and was therefore
in no wise entitled to the honor of perpetusting his name, by fasten-
ing it upon one of the principal tributaries of the great national
highway of the West. ‘That notwithganding these facts, this a
E‘htion was adopted by our government, after the cession by

nee, of the country through which it flows, and wlso b{:ll ‘.'E:
raphers, travelers and historinns, and has continued to be the o
cial and raphical signification of the stream, in all caves when
required to be used by officers of the United States, and anthors.
That "Minnu:tnt:eill true sme of this stream as given to thl:
in mges past, strong and powerful tribe of aborigines,
Dakotas, who dwelt upon gs banks; and that pot only to assimilats
the name of the river with that of the Territory, and future State of
Minnesots, but to follow the dictates of what we conceive to he &
correct tasie, and to lhow.;Iroporre‘ndforthome of the
great nation, whose homes and country our people are now destined
soon to posses, we desire that it be so designated.
